between Beneficence and Self-Love, that to 
be charitable and kind is an Indulgence to 
our natural Affectiops, which ſtrongly pro- 
voke us to commiſerate the Afflictions and 
relieve the Wants of other Men; by remind- 
ing us, that if their Caſe was ours, we 


ſhould defire no leſs from them, Our 


Heart ſmites us, and our Fleſh creeps, when 
SpeRacles of Miſery preſent themſelves to 
us, and he that is not moved with Pity on 
uch Qrceafions, becomes himſelf the 
unworthy Object of the good Man's Pity 
and Compaſſion. It is in this Part alone that 
our Nature ſeems to have efcap'd the gene 
Corruption at the Fall at Mankind for here 
our Affections and Propenfions, which in all

Yet, ſurely, to overthrow the Falſhood of 
this Poſition, intended for a Foundation of 
Conſequences as miſchievous, as the Principle

to the Eye, or Harmony t to the Ear, fo does 
the Repreſentation of it impreſs an immedi- 
ate Pleaſure on the Mind.

And the Diſpoſition from whence it proceeds,

* Good. Nature; which, perhaps, being the 
natural Growth of our own Soil, raiſes in us 
a more endearing Affection towards the 
Perſon bleſs'd with it, than without it the 
greateſt Advantages and moſt refin'd Qualities 
can do.
